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Boss in call over blackspot where four are injured 

SAFETY PLEA AFTER 
HORRIFIC SMASH

A COACH firm owner has de¬ 
manded improved safety at 
an accident blackspot after 
the latest crash which left a 
Walsall woman in hospital 
with critical injuries. 

David Parry, who owns Parrys In¬ 
ternational Tours, said something 
needs to be done at the junction of 
Upper Landywood Lane and Landy- 
wood Lane in Cheslyn Hay. 

A two-car smash at the junction last Tuesday 
left four passengers, all from Walsall, in hospi¬ 
tal as fire crews had to cut one car open to reach 
the casualties. 

Mr Parry owns a home on the corner of 
Landywood Lane and said it is just one of many 
crashes on the busy bend, which is yards from 
his garage. 

He said: “The crash last week is another bad 
accident on this corner and more injuries. 

“It is without doubt an accident blackspot 
and a new lay out or island needs to be built 
to reduce the risk of further accidents. It was a 
nasty accident with three ambulances, fire en¬ 
gines and a number of police cars. 

“There have been a number of accidents here 
and the wall of the house has been badly dam¬ 
aged twice.” 

Dangerous 

“A simple answer for this dangerous corner 
is an island. This would slow traffic down, and 
make it a safer junction from all directions. 

“This is a very busy road with main access 
to the area and to the railway station. It is also 
busy with pedestrians who have awful walking 
conditions.” 

The crash involved a red Ford Fiesta and a 
grey Volkswagen Golf and left three passen¬ 
gers seriously injured. The 49-year-old Walsall 
woman was critical after the crash. A 31-year- 
old man, also from Walsall, has been bailed on 
suspicion of drink driving. 

The 73-year-old male driver of the other car, 
is stable after suffering chest and pelvic inju¬ 
ries and a 68-year-old woman has since been 
released from Royal Stoke University Hospital. 

County councillor Mark Deaville, cabinet 
support member for highways and transport 
said: “There has been one recorded incident at 
this location in the last five years, so it is not 
currently a location that is under investigation. 
However, we will look at the data relating to 
the most recent incident to see if any action 
needs to be taken.” 

Police are appealing for witnesses to call 101, 
incident number 779 of June 30.

MEMORIALS are to be placed at the 
Banks’s Stadium in tribute to the Black 
Country’s Tunisia terror victims, after 
Walsall FC manager Dean Smith joined 
hundreds of supporters at the ground, 
during the one minute’s silence last Fri¬ 
day. 

Memorial bricks for Walsall fans Joel 
Richards, aged 19, Adrian Evans, 49 and 
Patrick Evans, 78, will be put near the 
iconic 125 sign which is illuminated at 
night. Walsall FC took to social media to 
reveal they will put in place this week as 
they praised the ‘football family’ for their 
tributes. 

Mr Smith placed a large bouquet of lil¬ 


ies and roses outside the ground shortly 
before he joined his team of players to 
pay their tributes. 

Following the silence to remem¬ 
ber those killed in Tunisia, Dan Mole, 
spokesman for the club said: “To lose 
three of our family has hit the club hard 
and we wanted to find a proper and right 
way to show our respect. 

“We have become a focal point for 
grieving fans from all clubs. 

“We pride ourselves on the role we 
play in the community and the family 
ethos of the club.” 

The hundreds of tributes, flowers, 
scarfs, shirts and messages left outside 


Banks’s Stadium were delivered to the 
family. 

Walsall FC Club Chaplain, Peter Hart, 
led a short prayer following the one min¬ 
ute silence at Banks’s Stadium. 

The former Walsall player said: “We 
remember with love and thanks all those 
who were taken so suddenly and with 
such violence. 

“We remember their love, generosity 
and all that made them special.” 

“Help us to know when to speak and 
when to be silent and through your spirit 
give us light and enable us to walk with 
courage into what can seem a dark and 
dangerous and uncertain future.” 


Web page in memory of 
Joel nears £l0k mark 


A FUNDRAISING page set up in 
memory of Tunisia terror attack vic¬ 
tim Joel Richards is close to reach¬ 
ing its £10,000 target following a 
surge of support. 

More than 450 donations have been sent 
to the page, set up on gofnndme.com, in 
memory of the 19-year-old referee. 

He was killed at the beach resort of Sousse 
along with his uncle Alan Evans and grandfa¬ 
ther Patrick Evans. University of Worcester 
student Joel was a referee at the Birmingham 
County Football Association and was a huge 
Walsall fan throughout his young life. 

Donations on the website, which go towards 
Joel’s family, reached the £8,860 barrier after 
the fund received a boost of £1,000 from the 
Football League. The money will go to Joel’s 
family. 

The donation by the football body was accom¬ 
panied by the post: “On behalf of The Football 
League, it’s 72 clubs and their supporters. Our 
dearest sympathy to the friends and family of 
Joel, Adrian and Patrick.” 

Chairman Greg Clarke added: “The loss of 
Joel, Adrian and Patrick and the 35 other Brit¬ 
ons that died in Tunisia was a terrible tragedy. 

“All three were loyal Walsall supporters and 
they joined us to cheer on the Saddlers in the 
club’s first ever appearance at Wembley Stadium 
just three months ago. 

“We hope this small contribution will help 
their family with any financial costs they may 
now face at this very sad time.” 

Even more money will be raised for Joel’s 
family later this month when hundreds of wrist¬ 
bands dedicated to his life will be sold at his be¬ 
loved Walsall’s friendly clash against Midland 
rivals Aston Villa. 

The wristbands will feature a message which 
states ‘together we can achieve more’. 

Steve Davies, secretary of Walsall Football 
Supporters Trust, will be selling them outside 
the Banks’s Stadium before the match kicks off 
at 3pm on Saturday, July 25. 

Mr Davies, 56, who lives in Burton-up- 
on-Trent, said: “Joel ran the line for the Sup¬ 
porters’ Trust in one of our legends matches we 
held a couple of years ago and we hope the sale 
of these wristbands will help the family who are 
going through a very difficult time. 

“We’ve got 1,000 wristbands to sell with a 
minimum of a £1 donation for each so hopefully 
it will be a nice amount to help the family.”

Callous thieves take park plants

CALLOUS thieves have sto¬ 
len plants that were donated to 
Willenhall Memorial Park to re¬ 
member a visitor’s relatives and 
friends who died. 

Park regular Linda Patrick 
said she was stunned to discover 
that the eight of the sentimental 
tributes that had been placed in a 
raised flower bed near the Pinson 
Road entrance had vanished. 

She had arranged with the 
council’s park staff for some 
plants including the missing 


Pieris, Ornamental Carex Grass 
and Cordyline to be put there in 
May. But in less than a month 
they disappeared, leaving behind 
just two geraniums and an hy¬ 
drangea. 

Mrs Patrick, of Thompson 
Close, The Manor, said: “I was 
absolutely gutted when I found 
out what had happened. I felt 
sickened that somebody could 
stoop so low. My heart sank and 
it really upset me. The park is for 
everybody to come and enjoy. 


“I asked the park keeper if 
I could pay the cost of putting 
some flowers in the beds in mem¬ 
ory of my family and a friend who 
passed away so they had very spe¬ 
cial meaning to me.” 

Walsall Council spokesman 
Peter Cole confirmed that there 
had a theft of plants from the 
town’s biggest park. The incident 
was not been reported to West 
Midlands Police. 

He added that the stolen flow¬ 
ers will be replaced. 


Sandwell 
Council to 
cover costs 
of funerals 

THE funerals of three generations of a 
Black Country family who were killed in 
the Tunisia terror attack will be paid for 
by Sandwell Council. 

Council leader Darren Cooper re¬ 
vealed that the authority would cover 
burial fees and other funeral costs for 
the victims. Adrian Evans, from Bilston, 
worked for Sandwell Council. 

Councillor Cooper said it was ‘the 
least we could do’. The gesture is ex¬ 
pected to save the family around £5,000. 

He said: “We have spoken to the fu¬ 
neral directors and it has been agreed 
between the council and the co-operative 
to waiver the fees for the burial and the 
funeral for the family.” 

The funerals of are expected to take 
place in the next few weeks. They were 
among 30 British holidaymakers shot 
dead by gunman Seifeddine Rezgui in 
Sousse. 

More than 2,000 people observed a 
minute’s silence for 19 year-old Joel, 
Patrick, 78, both from Wednesbury, and 
Adrian, 49, at the council house in Old¬ 
bury on Friday. 

Councillor Cooper delivered a rousing 
speech following the minute’s silence in 
which he condemned the actions of gun¬ 
man Seifeddine Rezgui and vowed Brit¬ 
ish way of life would not be impacted by 
acts of terrorism. 

He said: “We stand shoulder to shoul¬ 
der in the face of adversity. And we will 
never, ever, allow terrorists and twisted 
ideologists to divide us and our commu¬ 
nities. We will stay together - and we 
will win together. 

Councillor Cooper added: “We all 
want to demonstrate that Adrian Evans 
was one of our own. “Words struggle to 
capture the revulsion we all feel at his 
untimely death so far away from home 
- and those of his father and nephew.” 

The tributes came as the British vic¬ 
tims continued to be repatriated.

Damage to 
home after 
it is hit by 
lightning 

SPECTACULAR lightning illuminat¬ 
ed the Black Country as heavy storms 
rolled in amid a prolonged heatwave 
- with at least one house damaged by 
a lightning strike. 

In Walsall, a house was damaged 
after a suspected lightning strike 
struck the roof of a detached property 
in Park Hah, sparking a blaze. 

Neighbours reported hearing a loud 
noise in Martin Road about lam on 
Saturday to firefighters, but the fire 
was only discovered at daylight when 
passers-by saw windows blackened by 
the smoke. 

About 15 per cent of a bathroom 
was damaged, with 80 per cent 
smoke-logging on the first floor. No- 
one was hurt. 

Watch commander Ian Cash, from 
Walsall, said it was believed to have 
been a slow burning blaze, and water 
pipes had burst and quelled the fire. 

He said: “It looks more than likely 
it was caused by a lightning strike. 
It had been slow burning for quite a 
while. 

“There was a hole in the roof when 
we arrived, it looks like it has hit the 
tiles directly. 

“The fire was contained to mainly 
the bathroom area. 

“It had damaged a water pipe so it 
has probably quelled the fire. It was 
quite extensive damage to the bath¬ 
room area.” 

Meanwhile, forecasters say the UK 
is set for more balmy July weather, 
after an unsettled few days of show¬ 
ers. Temperatures could reach 29C by 
the end of the week.

Tributes paid to ex-chief Bob Jones

TRIBUTES were paid to the West 
Midlands first police and crime com¬ 
missioner a year on from his untimely 
death. 

Bob Jones, a former Wolverhamp¬ 
ton councillor, passed away in his 
sleep on July 1 last year. David Jamie¬ 
son, who replaced him as commis¬ 
sioner following a by-election, said: 
“Bob was a brilliant public servant 
and is sorely missed. He was a man of 
the people who inspired warmth and 
affection in all he met. 

“His death was a huge loss to the 
police family. Bob Jones was respected 


across the political spectrum for his 
service and huge contribution to po¬ 
licing.” Deputy West Midlands Police 
and Crime Commissioner Yvonne 
Mosquito said: “Bob was a dear friend 
and an excellent public servant. His 
commitment to policing and helping 
those in need was remarkable.He was 
a man of great principles, but cru¬ 
cially a great listener too.” 

Mr Jones was born in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and lived his entire life in the city, 
apart from while studying in Notting¬ 
ham for a degree in public adminis¬ 
tration. 


He was a Labour councillor from 
1980 to 2013 for Blakenhall in Wol¬ 
verhampton, serving at one point as 
cabinet member for leisure and com¬ 
munity safety and on various scru¬ 
tiny boards. He held responsibilities 
as chairman of education, finance and 
youth committees and chaired the 
Wolverhampton Community Safety 
Partnership. He was previously a 
member of West Midlands Police 
Authority from 1986 to 2012, and 
chaired the authority from 1995-2000. 

In 2010 Mr Jones was awarded the 
CBE for ‘services to policing’. 


Firm pays out £l8k after 
stowaways hid in lorry 



A REMOVAL firm was fined after 13 
illegal immigrants were discovered 
hiding in one of its lorries returning 
from France. 

Walsall-based Movecorp Ltd was hit 
with an £18,000 bill after the group was 
found in the vehicle driven by Mark Rob¬ 
inson, who had returned from the Conti¬ 
nent when he heard banging noises. 

He had pulled over 
at services on the 
M25 in London. 

Despite bosses say¬ 
ing he called police 
and the UK Border 
Force to report the 
stowaways, the firm, 
based in Middlemore 
Lane West, Aldridge, 
was fined £19,500 fol¬ 
lowing the incident.

duced to £7,500, but with the legal costs the 
firm ended up paying around £18,000. 

Mr Tennant now wants to raise awareness 
about the issue with other haulage companies. 

He also claims that hauliers are being asked 
to do the border force’s job, with officials un¬ 
able to cope with numbers of want-to-be im¬ 
migrants. 

The agency said it was continuing ‘to 
strengthen the security’ of borders ‘to stop 
those who have no right to enter the UK’. 

Mr Tennant, aged 39, said: “The most frus¬ 
trating thing is that our driver could have 
opened the doors and let them go, but because 
he did the right thing and reported it, we have 
ended up being the ones penalised.” 

Video footage shows police telling the stow¬ 
aways to stay in the truck before being led out 
one by one. 

Mr Tennant said: “Whoever is behind it is 
obviously well organised. The driver had done 
the checks and locked the door. It seems the 
locks were opened by someone, the people let 
in, then reattached. 

“He didn’t really speak to the stowaways 
who were then taken away by the officers. 

The lorry was loaded with household goods 
belonging to a customer. The incident hap¬ 
pened in May last year.

Hero grandfather, 74, 
drowns in rescue bid 



TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a hero grandfather from 
Walsall who died while try¬ 
ing to save two teenagers 
from the sea. 

Richard Guest got into dif¬ 
ficulties as he helped a second 
man rescue the girls in north¬ 
west Wales. 

The 74 year-old, who was known 
as Dick, was recovered unconscious 
from the water by RNLI crews 
from Aberdovey. 

Mr Guest, who had involvement 
with Handsworth Rugby Union FC 
in Birmingham Road near Park 
Hall, was airlifted to hospital by 
the rescue helicopter but died on 
Saturday afternoon. Family mem¬ 
bers took to social media to speak 
of their shock and sadness at his 
death as tributes were posted on 
the Love Tywyn Facebook page.

Son Gareth Guest, aged 45, said: 
“Unfortunately my dad drowned 
after he’d helped save two girls 
who were in difficulty. 

“Everyone has been very kind. 
He was that kind of person. I am 
going to miss him very much, as is 
the rest of my family.” 

Daughter Ceri Donovan, 43, 
said: “We are devastated by what 
has happened to my Dad. Thanks 
for the kind words.” 

Dozens of other messages were 
left in tribute to Mr Guest, believed 
to be holidaying at the time. 

Melloney Daines posted: “Aw¬ 
fully sad news today bless his heart 
and God bless him. Was certainly 
sent here for this act of selfless 
bravery on this day.” 

David Jones added: “It doesn’t 
surprise me that Dick would do 


something heroic like this.” A 
statement from North Wales Po¬ 
lice said: “The male was assisting 
a second man in the rescue of the 
two teenage girls when he too got 
into difficulty. 

“He was recovered unconscious 
from the water by a crew from 
Aberdovey RNLI Lifeboat and at¬ 
tempts were made to revive him 
at the scene. He was airlifted to 
hospital by the Coastguard rescue 
helicopter but sadly later died. 

“The second man and the two 
girls were recovered safely from 
the water and the teenagers were 
taken to hospital to be monitored 
as a precaution. 

Lifeboat operation manager 
Dave Williams, said: “We were 
called at 3.47pm and told two 
youngsters had been swept out to 
sea. There was a rip current that 
dragged them out to sea and they 
got into difficulties.” 


Campaign 
under way 
to replace 
flag plaque 

A COMMUNITY is backing a cam¬ 
paign to replace a plaque of the Wil- 
lenhall flag that was wrecked by yobs. 

The stone that was fitted to the 
front of the town’s library was discov¬ 
ered smashed up last Monday. 

It was unveiled alongside the un¬ 
furling of the flag seven months ago 
to mark the lock industry and in a bid 
to promote civic pride. 

The group behind the project say 
the incident has resulted in a fresh 
show of support for the flag scheme 
from residents angered by the attack. 

Kalie Plant, of website group Wil- 
lenhall Ay We.co.uk, said: “A lot of 
people are quite upset about it. We 
are going to have it replaced by Brett 
Quintons Funeral Service who made 
the first one. Also a member, who is a 
graphic designer, has offered to come 
up with a new plaque design to be 
made with specialist material. 

“I’m hoping to have a meeting with 
the council soon about where we can 
position it next time, perhaps higher 
up on the wall. There is a possibility 
we can have two made and the second 
will be fitted inside the library build¬ 
ing. 

“The community has really galva¬ 
nised over what’s happened. We’ve 
had some good response from people 
in the area on Facebook offering to 
donate their services. 

“This is all about promoting the 
town.” 

The flag’s unveiling last November 
coincided with a visit by guests from 
Willenhall’s twin town of Drancy, in 
France.

Maternity 
unit boost 
work is in 
the pipeline 

WORK on the multi-million pound 
expansion of Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity department is ex¬ 
pected to start by next spring, health 
chiefs have revealed. 

A final business plan to cater for 
rising numbers of mothers-to-be is 
poised to be revealed in October. 

Subject to full permission for the 
project, which is anticipated to be 
worth £6 million, work would be able 
to start within six months. 

The extension of maternity services 
forms part of the £30m masterplan 
to revamp and improve the Manor 
in the next few years. It has not yet 
been confirmed when it would be 
completed. It comes after a new £5m 
ward with 30 beds opened earlier this 
year there are also plans for a new in¬ 
tensive care unit. Following that the 
A&E would be transformed. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has 
a main delivery suite at the hospital 
and a specialist midwifery-led unit in 
Charles Street, on the outskirts of the 
town centre. 

Bosses want to improve the main 
suite following a rise in demand for 
maternity services. In recent years 
the trust has seen the number of ba¬ 
bies born in maternity services rise 
from around 3,500 to 5,000 a year, 
amid an increase in patients from 
Staffordshire and Sandwell. 

Walsall chief executive Richard 
Kirby said the aim was for the busi¬ 
ness plan to be ready in the autumn 
and comes as there has been a rise in 
demand.

The official Black Country Day is 
being marked on July 14. Admission 
is free to the author’s library sessions.

A TEENAGE singer from the Black 
Country who found success on the in¬ 
ternet will share the stage with celeb¬ 
rity soprano Rebecca Newman. 

Schoolgirl Beth Ford, from Blox¬ 
wich, has been invited to join the 
classical performer, known as ‘The 
People’s Soprano’, at her show at Li¬ 
chfield Garrick on July 16. 

The concert will follow the release 
of the 14-year-old’s debut single the 
original song If I Could Escape on July 
13. Beth attracted more than 45,000 
hits when a video of her singing Pie 
Jesu went viral after the footage was 


put on YouTube. The star soprano was 
among those who tuned in to watch 
her singing in the chapel at Rugby 
School. Now she’s taken the Walsall 
Academy pupil under her wing. 

When her original support act for 
the Lichfield show dropped out Miss 
Newman asked Beth to step in. 

Beth said: “I’m so excited and hon¬ 
oured to have the opportunity to sup¬ 
port Rebecca, she has been very kind 
and generous in asking me to perform. 
She is a true inspiration.” They pre¬ 
viously shared the stage at a private 
event in Birmingham last month. 


Miss Newman said: “As a song¬ 
writer myself I love the fact that Beth 
is releasing an original song and I’m 
thrilled to be able to give a platform to 
young performers like Beth.” 

Then her version of I’m Always 
Chasing Rainbows topped the Hype 
Machine chart at Number One before 
it was even released in May. 

Newman’s new album Dare to 
Dream shot straight to the top of the 
Classical Albums Chart last Septem¬ 
ber. Beth’s new song will be released 
by the indie record label Angry Baby, 
along with a video. 


Family's late night shock 
as fridge freezer blazes 

A FAMILY fled their home after they 
were woken in the middle of the night 
by their dog barking - to find their 
fridge freezer had caught fire. 

Robert Whild, aged 54, his wife Nicola, 52, 
and their daughter Danielle, 19, managed to 
escape their Willenhall home, after their dog 
Bailey was disturbed by the smell from the 
downstairs kitchen. 

The blaze tore through the kitchen at the prop¬ 
erty on Benbridge Close, Coppice Farm, at about 
1.45am last Monday, gutting the room and wreck¬ 
ing the appliances. 

The devastated couple have now had to cancel 
their holiday in Lake Garda in Italy to celebrate 
their 30th wedding anniversary at the end of the 
month as they begin the huge clean-up. 

The fire appears to have been caused by an inter¬ 
nal electrical fault in the fridge freezer. 

Mr Whild said: “We were woken up by a horri¬ 
ble, toxic smell. The dog woke up agitated which 
disturbed my wife and then me and my daughter 
woke up, they evacuated the house while I went to 
see where the fire was coming from.” 

Mr Whild found the fire in the kitchen before 
managing to escape himself and calling emergency 
services. 

Buried 

Two fire engines, one from Willenhall and one 
from Bloxwich, arrived at the scene along with an 
ambulance to check the family over. “The response 
of the fire brigade was excellent, they were here 
within two or three minutes,” added Mr Whild. 

“It turned our life around in the space of an hour, 
if we hadn’t have woken up we may well have been 
buried in our sleep. 

“We have smoke alarms which went off too, what 
has happened highlights the need for them.” 

Work getting the house back into shape has 
started and the event has led to Nicola and Robert 
having to cancel their holiday plans. 

Mr Whild added: “The whole of the kitchen is of 
no purpose at all, not one appliance is salvageable, 
it has all got to be gutted out and replastered. 

“The room is completely destroyed, the rest of 
the house has been affected by the smoke which 
has all got to be cleaned and sanitised. 

“We have now had to cancel our holiday abroad 
to celebrate our 30th anniversary, and it will take 
nine or ten weeks to repair everything. 

“By the beginning of September we should be 
able to get on as normal.”

£800,000 refit 
of home ends

ration of residents’ rooms have been 
completed. Deputy Mayor and Blox¬ 
wich councillor Kath Phillips attended 
an open day which also celebrated the 
work at the Park Road site. 

Home manager, Emma Miles, said: 
“We’re all really pleased to be able to 
offer even better facilities.” 

A&E targets in 
improvement 

IMPROVEMENTS are being made 
at a hospital which has struggled to 
reach A&E targets, bosses have said. 

Walsall Manor recently hit the 95 
per cent target for patients seen within 
four hours. In a report, chief executive 
Richard Kirby said: “We continue to 
see improvement in our emergency 
care pathway.” He explained that the 
target was reached for the first time in 
May since July 2013. 

“On the elective care pathway, we 
are also now reducing the numbers of 
patients waiting for diagnostic proce¬ 
dures in endoscopy.”

A STUDENT-RUN organisation has 
been shortlisted for two awards. Wal¬ 
sall College’s Students Union has 
been nominated for the Further Ed¬ 
ucation Students’ Union award while 
student finance and support co-or¬ 
dinator Gail Houghton is up for the 
staff achievement accolade.

French village tribute 
to heroic pilot George 



A community in Normandy has 
shown its respect at the grave 
of a brave pilot for 70 years,

AMID the atrocities of war are sto¬ 
ries of remarkable human kind¬ 
ness. 

Among them is the heart-warming tale 
of the determination of a French commu¬ 
nity to honour an RAF pilot from Kinver, 
who died when his plane was shot down 
over their rural hamlet in Normandy. 

Pilot Officer George Boucher was aged just 
21 when he was shot down on August 5, 1944, 
crash landing near Caligny, which has a popu¬ 
lation of fewer than 1,000 people. 

Among them was Claude Pailleux. He went 
immediately to the wreck, which had been 
surrounded, he later recalled, by around 100 
German soldiers. 

After a long process of negotiation, and at 
the risk of reprisal, he convinced them to let 
him take the body for burial. 

In a 1946 letter, Claude wrote: “The plane 
came down in flames in a field of beetroot. The 
pilot however had time to jump by parachute, 
but without doubt too near the ground, for it 
had hardly opened. On the morrow - Sunday - 
we were able to make him a coffin of oak by a 
local carpenter to bury him worthily. 

Liberated 

“We buried him at the foot of a little shrine 
at the edge of a highway in the hamlet of 
Caligny. Around 100 people were present at 
the funeral at 3pm in the afternoon. 

“He was buried in a shroud and a score or so 
of wreaths were placed there. He was therefore 
buried with all the respect due to his courage.” 

Caligny was liberated by the 11th British 
Armoured Division on August 16,11 days after 
George was killed. 

In the letter to George’s parents, Claude 
promised them he would take care of George’s 
grave, a promise which the Pailleux family and 
their community have kept ever since. 

This was in keeping with the wish of 
George’s mother that her son’s remains should 
stay where they were buried in Caligny rather 
than being transferred to a military cemetery. 


A close friendship has since grown between 
the two families. The Boucher family first vis¬ 
ited George’s grave in the 1960s and have been 
travelling to the area regularly since. 

This culminated last month in the unveiling 
of a memorial plaque, telling George’s story, 
on the wall of the chapel next to his grave. 

The plaque includes details of his remarka¬ 
ble military career and how the insistence of a 
Frenchman ensured he got a dignified burial. 

Nearly two years earlier, in October 1943, 
George had made a forced landing in northern 
France, in the Pas-de-Calais region, after his 
plane was damaged while attacking a train in 
occupied territory. 

In a letter he explained how he was saved 
by the French Resistance, so he could return 
home to continue the war against the Nazis. 

He wrote about the aftermath of that crash 
landing, explaining: “I ran on to a road, 
on which was a Frenchman in a cart. I had 


learned French at school and spoke to him. He 
said he could not help me but told me to hide 
in the hedge. 

“About an hour after the crash three Ger¬ 
man soldiers arrived and mounted guard over 
the aircraft, and I learned afterwards that two 
lorries loaded with soldiers went round the 
roads in the district.” 

With the help of the French Resistance, 
George avoided capture and survived a long 
and hazardous journey through France to neu¬ 
tral Spain, returning to England to fly again. 

The plaque was paid for after the Boucher 
family managed to raise £1,655 in donations 
from family and friends. George’s nephew, 
Mike Boucher, travelled to the unveiling cer¬ 
emony with brother David and those who had 
helped with the appeal. 

He said: “The ceremony itself was a won¬ 
derful occasion but, as I said in my address on 
the day, the grave has been tended ever since 


George was buried in 1944. Claude Pailleux’s 
widow is still alive. We sort of grew up with 
her family. 

“The grave is very unusual in that it is on 
its own and people may get the feeling it is 
forgotten but it is not. It is a wonderful story 
associated with it.” 

Mr Boucher, who is the assistant head¬ 
teacher at Summerhill School in Kingswin- 
ford, says his family are immensely grateful to 
those from the French Resistance who helped 
George and, of course, to the people of Caligny. 

He added: “For Claude to have negotiated 
a burial with German soldiers in the middle 
of the Normandy campaign takes some doing. 
His sister Jacqueline later became the prime 
carer for the grave for 30 or 40 years. Then 
the mayor of Caligny gave the promise the 
community would always look after the grave, 
which has been kept by all the mayors since.”

Ofsted says 
academy is 
not doing 
well enough 


TEACHING and pupils’ achievement have not 
been good enough since a school turned into 
an academy, Ofsted inspectors have claimed 
in a new report. 

Edgar Stammers Primary Academy, in Coalpool, 
has been given the lowest rating by education 
watchdogs in its first inspection since becoming an 


academy two years ago. 

The report said stand¬ 
ards in reading, writing 
and mathematics were well 
below the national average 
at the end of key stage one, 
while in key stage two, read¬ 
ing and maths standards 
were below average. 

Teachers were criticised 
for not always planning 
work that is at the right 
level of difficulty, or adapt¬ 
ing their teaching during 
lessons to help pupils learn 
more. Bosses at the school 
said an action plan is al¬ 
ready in place and are com¬ 
mitted to improvements. 

The report said: “Pupils’ 
achievement is inadequate, 
and has been since the acad¬ 
emy opened. Teaching has 
been inadequate since the 
academy opened.” 

Inspectors said there were 
not enough opportunities 
for pupils to develop their 
reading, writing or maths 
skills by applying them in

different subjects. It said 
attendance was well below 
the national average and 
pupils’ behaviour needed to 
improve. 

The report also said chil¬ 
dren in the nursery and 
reception classes were mak¬ 
ing good progress because 
of improved teaching and 
the newly-appointed head¬ 
teacher and deputy head¬ 
teacher were taking positive 
steps to improve teaching. 

The newly reformed gov¬ 
erning body was also praised 
for increasingly challenging 
senior leaders. 

Headteacher Sue Winson 
said: “We acknowledge the 
inspectors findings and are 
committed to the continued 
journey of improvement. 
Everyone at the school is 
absolutely committed to 
achieving the highest stand¬ 
ards of education for the 
benefit of all the children.”

Emergency services were called 
to the junction of Upper Landy- 
wood Lane and Landywood Lane, 
at around 8.10pm last Tuesday. 

Bloxwich and Cannock firefight¬ 
ers were called to the scene and 
cut the roof off one of the vehicles 
involved as they did not believe the 
driver and passengers would be able 
to get out with the injuries they had 


suffered. Debris was strewn across 
the carriageway after the crash and 
one of the cars was barely recognis¬ 
able as it was so badly damaged. 

Traffic was diverted by police, 
who closed the road while the scene 
was cleared. 

Queues built up on surrounding 
roads until it was reopened at about 
10pm. 

Suzanne Snape, landlady of The 
Mary Rose pub, in Moon’s Lane, 
said: “Police closed off the road 
from the junction with Moon’s Lane 
when it happened. 

“It doesn’t often happen there. 
That’s the first crash I’ve heard of.”

AS Monzur Miah feared be¬ 
coming a prisoner in his own 
home, he joined a group of 
people in wheelchairs who 
tried to storm the House of 
Commons. 

Now the 35-year-old from 
Walsall, who has cerebral pal¬ 
sy, is hoping his message has got 
through to the Government after 
it decided to close the £320 million 
Independent Living Fund. 

The money was recently handed 
over to local councils, but many have 
not put in place any rules to keep it 
specifically for the 18,000 severely dis¬ 
abled people it was originally intended 
for - a procedure called ring-fencing. 

Mr Miah, of Attlee Road, speaks 
with the aid of a voice synthesiser and 
relies upon a personal assistant, paid 
for by the ILF. Without his helper, 
he couldn’t go to college, or even to 
church. 

“This is a difficult time for disabled 
people,” he said. “The Department 
for Work and Pensions says we are 
scaring people but we are not. The 
ILF means I can go out to college, to 
church and on holiday. For me it is 
worth £458 a week. This government 
has not thought about it. It should 
have been ring-fenced.” 

Mr Miah joined the group Disabled 
People Against Cuts which visited Par¬ 
liament on June 24. The group, includ¬ 
ing eight people in wheelchairs, who 
attempted to get into the chamber of 
the House of Commons during Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

They were stopped by police and 
escorted outside where they stopped 
traffic. Mr Miah has been able to go 
to Walsall College and take courses in 
English and maths. 

He is a devout Christian who goes to 
The Church At Junction 10. The fund 
currently allows him to go out every 
day of the week thanks to his personal 
assistant, who has been with him for 
10 years.

can Smith, he said: “Please ringfence 
the ILF. You should have talked to dis¬ 
abled people more before you did this. 
If the money was ring-fenced it would 
help people.” 

Councillor Eddie Hughes, portfolio 
holder for care and safeguarding at 
Walsall Council, said: “There are 56 
people living in Walsall who currently 


receive the Independent Living Fund. 

“The level of support needs for each 
user is being identified between now 
and August 31 and we will be in con¬ 
tact with those who had been receiv¬ 
ing government funding through ILF 
for this. We will ensure that the needs 
of each user is supported through indi¬ 
vidual tailored care packages

Road rage 
victim will 
recover In 
six months 


A MAN suffered serious leg injuries and has 
been left unable to walk for six months after 
a road rage attack. 

The 54-year-old is now recovering in hospital from 
the assault in Walsall which police have branded ‘vi¬ 
cious’.

Midlands needs 
more than JLR

IF the Midlands is to be the 
‘engine for growth’ so de¬ 
sired by the Chancellor, it’s 
going to need a lot more than 
Jaguar Land Rover at the i54 
to keep it from just ticking 
over. 

That is not to in any way belit¬ 
tle the £500 million investment on 
the South Staffordshire/Wolver¬ 
hampton border. 

But it does at times appear as though 
it’s the biggest, if not the only, show in 
town in an effort to show what’s being 
done to revive the economy. 

The letters JLR roll off the tongue 
of virtually every council leader, exec¬ 
utive or visiting minister wanting to 
talk up the achievements of the West 
Midlands. 

Worse 

The growth figures, of course, sug¬ 
gest this region is leading the way in 
improvement. It just had a much worse 
position to start from than many other 
areas when it came to unemployment. 
Replicating the JLR success is the 
dream for virtually every single coun¬ 
cil across the West Midlands. 

To do that, they want to embrace 
George Osborne’s ‘enterprise zones’ 
- designated development sites which 
come with relaxed planning laws and 
tax breaks. 

When it came to JLR at the i54, 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire 
councils were able to team up and bor¬ 
row the money to do the £37 million 
worth of slip road extension work on 
the M54 - a major pulling factor for a 
car maker that needed good and quick 
access to the motorway network for its 
suppliers. 


Now Dudley Council has its own 
version of the i54 in its sights - more 
than 200 acres of land bordering 
Manor Way in Halesowen and the M5 
motorway. The dream is 6,000 jobs. 
The nightmare is the perceived threat 
to the green belt. 

The Halesowen Abbey Trust says 
there is ‘historic countryside that 
Dudley Council are seriously threat¬ 
ening’. Some of the Conservatives 
in Dudley agree with the opponents, 
including the Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris. 

He accompanied the Chancellor 
on a pre-election visit to Westley 
Plastics in Cradley Heath where Mr 
Osborne made his vow to create ap¬ 
prenticeships and enterprise zones. 
The problem may well be that the real 
big money spinners will want a blank 
canvas, and a massive one at that, to 
bring their new high end manufactur¬ 
ing sites to. 


The solution would be to split up 
the enterprise zone perks and spread 
them across multiple brownfield, der¬ 
elict, former industrial sites which the 
Black Country has in abundance. 

No word yet from the Chancellor on 
the impending closure of Goodyear in 
Wolverhampton after nearly 90 years 
on the site. 

That’s odd, given how George Os¬ 
borne is so keen on the Midlands as an 
‘engine’. What about the tyres? 

The parallels between now and the 
late 1920s are striking. 

Back then, towns all over Britain 
were competing to get the tyre maker 
in. Wolverhampton won. Fast for¬ 
ward to today and enterprise zones 
are all about attractive incentives. 
Getting JLR was a fantastic coup. But 
the sad decline of Goodyear, where my 
grandfather worked shows the danger 
of putting all our eggs in one basket.

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£65k for family of woman after 
concerns over standards of care 



Settlement - Susan Hearsey 


A WOMAN with severe learn¬ 
ing disabilities whose family 
claimed she received poor 
care at Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital and a doll she treated 
like a baby was damaged has 
been awarded a £65,000 set¬ 
tlement. 

Legal action was launched 
against Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust after the family of Susan 
Hearsey alleged the 64-year-old 
was subjected to ‘inhumane’ 
treatment after being admitted to 
the hospital. 

The trust, which has issued a formal 
apology to the family, has now also 
agreed to an independent investiga¬ 
tion, as well as the payout. Ms Hearsey 
was admitted to the hospital in Sep¬ 
tember 2013 following a fall. 

It was alleged that she was not pro¬ 


vided adequate hygienic care and that 
the doll she loved as if it was her own 
baby was purposefully damaged by a 
nurse because Ms Hearsey was not 
doing as she was asked. Ms Hearsey’s 
sister Jane Dunn, said the ordeal, in 
which the doll was found on the floor 
with its arm severed, some clothes 
missing, the legs damaged and a chunk 
of its hair missing, had a ‘devastating 
effect’ on Ms Hearsey and her family. 

Human rights expert Merry Var¬ 
ney, who represented the family on 
behalf of law firm Leigh Day, said 
the settlement was approved at the 
Royal Courts of Justice in London. 
Ms Varney said the money would now 
go towards paying for the necessary 
equipment to enable Ms Hearsey to 
access the care and therapy she needs 
to start to recover from her ordeal. 

She said: “Susan, a vulnerable pa¬ 
tient with a severe learning disability, 
loved her baby doll as though it was 
her own child and she may never re¬ 


cover from the cruelty she suffered 
while at the Walsall Manor Hospital. 

“After facing denials from the hos¬ 
pital and only an offer to replace the 
doll, achieving financial compensation 
and an independent investigation fi¬ 
nally brings her some justice.In addi¬ 
tion to the damage caused to the doll 
the Trust faced allegations of wider 
neglect and abuse including that 
staff were distracted whilst on duty 
and lacked an understanding of Ms 
Hearsey’s special needs. 

Richard Kirby, chief executive of 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust said: 
“We are very sorry that this incident 
occurred and would like to apologise 
to Ms Hearsey and her family. The 
Trust conducted a thorough internal 
investigation immediately following 
the incident. The outcome and actions 
taken following the investigation were 
also shared with the family to reassure 
them that appropriate action had been 
undertaken and controls put in place.”

Best feet forward 
in Rosie’s honour 


DOZENS of people took part 
in a charity walk in the name 
of a young girl stabbed to 
death in Birmingham 14 
years ago. 

Rosie’s Walk, an annual fund¬ 
raising event, was held at the 
Aldridge Old Airport in Bosty 
Lane in aid of the Rosie’s Help¬ 
ing Hands.

was inspired by hit film The Blues Brothers 
starring Dan Ackroyd and John Belushi, 
which featured lots of straight-faced hu¬ 
mour, car chases and music from a host of 
soul, blues and jazz stars. 

“I was given a copy of the film by a friend 
and watched it four times in a row,” said 
Jim. He bought a Pontiac Parisienne car for 
£200 to have a big American-style car like 
those in the movies and determined to sing 
and play harmonica in a blues band. 

He was able to secure a slot at The Broad¬ 
way pub, in Norton, Stourbridge, and set 
about starting up a group featuring gui¬ 
tarist Iain Willetts, pianist Dave Crowley, 
Neil Spray son and a young Adrian Chiles 
on bass. 

“It was phenomenal. People absolutely 
loved it,” said Jim, who had met Adrian 
from Hagley at gigs in and around the 
Black Country. After just a handful of gigs, 


Adrian and Neil left the group for univer¬ 
sity. Drummer Neil Bullock, who is now 
one of the country’s top drummers, bass 
player Dave Green and Bob Pountney, who 
played trumpet, joined the group, and a few 
months later so did trombone player Paul 
Roberts — and he is travelling back from 
his home in Australia for the reunion. Sue 
Clarke sang with the group. 

The Broadway, JBs in Dudley and now 
demolished Stewponey roadhouse pub at 
Stourton were among their regular venues. 

After a couple of years they took on man¬ 
ager, Tony Perry. He had co-run the PMA 
agency based in Waterloo Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, and had been a director of the 
Lafayette club in Wolverhampton as well as 
managing the band Trapeze, whose mem¬ 
bers went on to join Deep Purple, Black 
Sabbath and Whitesnake. 

They went on to find fame outside the 
Midlands, even even outside the UK, by 
performing at jazz and blues festivals. 
They played at the Royal Albert Hall with 
reggae star Desmond Dekker. In 1991 the 


band was invited by Chuck Berry to be ‘spe¬ 
cial guests’ on his UK tour. The band also 
played on the same bill as Robert Plantand 
Whitesnake’s Bernie Marsden even guested 
with the band in Birmingham. 

Father-of-two from Quarry Bank Jim is 
still gigging, with Big Jim’s Boogie Band, 
but he says their best gigs were at Stour¬ 
bridge Town Hall. “They were electric 
nights, jam-packed and there was always 
great banter,” he said. 

Latterly bassist Paul Turner performed 
with the group and now tours with Jamir- 
oquai, while saxophonist Rob Hughes has 
performed with ABC. 

The gig in September will also mark a 
moment to remember band member Dave 
Crowley who died 21 years ago in a moun¬ 
taineering accident on Snowdon. 

The concert at Stourbridge Town Hall 
on September 11 is a 30-year reunion and 
former manager Tony, of Finchfield, said: 
“It should be a great night, it is like them 
coming home.”

AFTER a 35-year absence from the UK stage, multi 
award-winning singer Bette Midler is back in Blighty. 

The star of stage and screen will take to Birmingham’s 
Barclaycard Arena tonight (Thursday) as part of her Divine 
Intervention tour. 

Since releasing her first album The Divine Miss M in 1972, 
which won her first Grammy, Midler has become a global star 
as an actress, singer and comedienne. Last year she returned 
with hit album It’s The Girls!, a tribute to girl groups from 
the 1930s to the modern era. 

But achieving success has not been an easy ride for the 
ambitious performer who left a factory job in Hawaii for the 
mean streets of New York as a teenager in the late ‘60s. She 
got a couple of roles on Broadway before developing her out¬ 
rageous cabaret act on the city’s gay scene, where her musical 
director was a then unknown pianist named Barry Manilow. 

“I started off as a girl wanting to be an actress but I was not 
the obvious choice so I focused on singing,” she says. Just as 
well, as the star of The Rose in 1979 went on to sell more than 
15 million records worldwide. But the 69-year-old says she is 
glad she is not starting out in the business now. 

“I would not even want to hazard it,” she explains. “The 
music business is so treacherous and crowded. There are peo¬ 
ple who can barely sing but that doesn’t stop them.” 

She added: “I discovered people in this business will hurt 
you. A lot of people cannot stand a woman with power and it 
was left for me to learn that you have to stand on your own 
two feet.”

Time for Bedouin after 
enjoying taste of heaven 


NO postcard, picture or poster 
does them justice. 

Gigantic stone monuments more 
than 3,000 years old, each with beau¬ 
tifully carved artwork portraying an¬ 
cient kings and mysterious gods, with 
the bright colours still visible today. 

Three main temples created over a 1,300 
year period by powerful pharaohs with 
enormous brick walls covered with propa¬ 
ganda. Surrounded by stone sphinx, stat¬ 
ues to the kings and obelisks, the Temple 
of Karnak in Luxor, Egypt, is the largest 
temple complex ever built. 

The Valley of the Kings once boasted 
5,000 visitors a day. Today it struggles to 
reach 1,000 - but footfall is increasing with 
stability in this proud country. 

Venturing into Egypt can feel like enter¬ 
ing an untouched paradise. When strolling

past the ticket inspector at the entrance 
to King Ramesses II’s tomb, I’m told the 
queues used to snake around the entrance 
at the height of tourism. 

My trip with Red Sea Holidays started 
from Birmingham International Airport. 
Five hours is all it took to get into the new¬ 
ly-built terminal at Hurghada Airport. 

My accommodation was the 280-room 
five-star Makadi Spa Hotel. Within the 
complex there were five restaurants plus 
two international buffets. Bars surrounded 
each swimming pool at the hotel, which also 
had its own private beach just a two-minute 
walk away. 

But I wasn’t just there to relax as an 
adrenaline-fuelled quad biking excursion in 
the desert followed the next day, travelling 
for about 20 minutes before stopping off 


to visit a camp of desert natives called the 
Bedouin. They live in their own community 
away from the rest of Egypt and once one 
person leaves he can never come back. How¬ 
ever, they allow visitors to the camp, invite 
them in to look at a wide array of spiders, 
scorpions and snakes in an animal centre, 
and give them bumpy camel rides. 

Vibrant 

After lunch at an international res¬ 
taurant and dinner at the hotel’s steak 
diner, we trekked out to the port area of 
Hurghada. It had a vibrant feel about it and 
we ended up in Friends bar for some drinks 
and a smoke of shisha. 

I set off the following day on a snor¬ 
kelling trip. But as the sun came down, I 
headed for Orange Bay - an unbelievable 
sight of long white beaches with a shallow 
bay which stretched out for more than 200 


metres. The afternoon flew by before we 
returned for the best meal of the trip - a 
Lebanese restaurant called Tarbush at the 
neighbouring Grand Makadi Hotel and 
watched the night go by with traditional 
Egyptian dancers. 

The next morning I visited Karnack Tem¬ 
ple and the Valley of the Kings and later 
joined the five-star MS Grand Rose a cruise 
boat on the River Nile in Esna, which set 
off on a three- hour cruise, while I sipped 
cocktails and relaxed on top deck. 

The evening was finished off with a meal 
in the ship’s own restaurant, followed by 
more drinks on the top deck and a luxury 
overnight stay in a cabin. 

Back at base, I slipped into the swimming 
pool at the neighbouring Sunwing Hotel’s 
waterpark and even tried some of the water 
slides. When I returned, flying back to Lon¬ 
don Gat wick, knowing I had tasted heaven.

Inside the incredible 
world of identical twins 


W e always agree, don’t we? 
We’ve got the same ideas. 

We often have the same 
dreams. We always have the same 
thoughts. It’s like talking to the same 
person. It’s like we’re one brain. 

That’s the thoughts of Christie and 
Louise Miller, and probably sums up 
what most people think being a twin is 
like - that shared experience and, 
possibly, a kind of psychic connection. 

For those of us whose siblings were 
born years apart just don’t understand 
what nine months of sharing a womb 
can mean. We may be boring and 
mundane, but at least nobody knows 
what we’re thinking 24/7 - because 
that would be a bad thing, right? 

Not according to those featured in 
this fascinating documentary, which 
introduces viewers to a variety of 
twins from different backgrounds who 
have extraordinary stories to tell. 

Among them is Anais Bordier, who 
grew up in Paris after being adopted 
by a French couple, but discovered 
she had a twin sister living in Los 
Angeles after seeing footage of her 
online. 


“I assumed someone had just 
posted a video of me online,” she 
says. “When I watched it, I realised it 
wasn’t me, but I was like, ‘who’s that?”’ 

It was, in fact, Samantha Futimar, 
an actress who had appeared in 
Memoirs of a Geisha. The girls shared 
the same birthday and had been born 
in South Korea. They eventually met in 
London. 

“I think we spent five minutes 
looking at our teeth, and our nose and 
our eyebrows and hands,” smiles 
Anais. “Getting our DNA results was 
the last stitch in the pillow. Knowing 
that everything we’d hoped for, and 
already knew, was actually true.” 

Brenda and Bonnie Bowers were 
identical twin girls who grew up 
together in America’s mid-west. 

‘All our activities were together and 
people looked at us as a unit,” reveals 
Brenda, who is seven minutes 
younger than her sibling. “We did have 
the same tastes. If I didn’t like 
something, I’m positive Bonnie didn’t 
like it either. I always knew where she 
stood, what she was thinking and 
feeling.” 


Despite that close bond, Brenda 
was stunned when Bonnie initially 
came out as a lesbian, then opted for 
gender reassignment. They now claim 
the choice made by Bonnie - who 
renamed himself Aiden - has, in fact, 
brought them even closer together. 

“We grabbed on for dear life, to go 
through this together. It made me hold 
on even more to the idea that we’re 
twins. I can easily say it’s just a name 
change. There’s that core connection 
that can’t be broken.” 

Other siblings featured here include 
Malcolm and Andrew. Now toddlers, 
their bond proved useful when Andrew 
alerted his parents to the fact that 
Malcolm was struggling to breathe. 

Tim and James Brown from 
Liverpool both suffered kidney 
problems as toddlers, but only James 
recovered fully. 

Luckily, Tim had a ready-made 
kidney donor available, thanks to his 
brother James, when he desperately 
needed a transplant. 

The differences between twins may 
be small, but it is not unusual for twins 
to react differently to illness.

New leisure centre 
getting into shape 


IT has already seen 550 ton of steel 
work put up and now work is push¬ 
ing ahead on a new multi-million 
pound leisure centre in Walsall. 

The new-look purpose built Oak 
Park will include an eight lane pool, 
fitness suite, artificial turf pitch and 
squash courts. Construction is now 
under way on the centre which is 
scheduled to open in a year’s time. 

The base in Walsall Wood forms 
part of a £24m project including the 
rebuild of Bloxwich Leisure Centre. 

Initial construction work is now 
taking place. There has also been 
795 cubic metres of concrete poured 
on site to date as the venue, dubbed 
an ‘active living centre’ starts to 


take shape. Leisure chief, councillor 
Anthony Harris, said: “I’m incredi¬ 
bly proud to have been involved in 
this project from the outset and to 
see the new centre take shape is very 
exciting. 

“This form of leisure project will 
make a significant difference to the 
lives of local residents and will make 
a top class sporting centre available 
to the whole community. It is part of 
Walsall Council’s ongoing commit¬ 
ment to get more people, more active 
more often.” 

Included in centre will be a 25 
metre eight lane swimming pool, 
learner pool, 100 station fitness suite 
and six court sports hall.

Drinker who 
returned to 
pub made 
knife threat 


A FURIOUS father thrown out of a pub for 
being drunk after arriving with his five-year- 
old son returned half an hour later armed 
with a knife, a judge heard. 

James Genders made a bee-line for the landlord as 
customers took cover behind the bar of The Crown 


Inn at Long Acre Street, 
Crown Court was told. 

Mr Neil Ahuja, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The knife had a 
four inch blade and had been 
collected from his home. He 
walked towards the landlord 
waving the knife.” 

The landlord picked up 
a stick used to measure a 
standing distance for darts, 
which he used to strike the 
hand holding the knife, cut¬ 
ting it in the process. “He 
then left the scene and de¬ 
clared: ‘I will be back.’” 

In fact, 43-year-old Gen¬ 
ders went to hospital to 
receive treatment. Both 
he and the landlord inde¬ 
pendently called police to 
report the May 26 incident. 
The defendant was later ar¬ 
rested at his home. 

Mr Ahuja said: “He had 
gone to the pub with his five 
year old son. The defendant 
appeared to be stumbling 
around the table while play¬ 
ing pool. He seemed to be 
drunk and the landlord told

him he had had too much to 
drink. He told Genders to 
take the five year old home. 

“When he refused the 
landlord told a barman to 
take the drink of Guinness 
from the defendant and give 
him a refund. The door to 
the pub was held open and 
he eventually left, only to re¬ 
turn with the knife half an 
hour later.” Mr Nigel Ford, 
defending, said: “He is thor¬ 
oughly ashamed over what 
happened.” 

Unemployed Genders, of 
Green Lane, Walsall admit¬ 
ted threatening behaviour 
with a bladed article and 
was given an eight month 
jail sentence suspended for 
18 months with a six month 
night time curfew and 150 
hours unpaid work. He 
was also excluded from The 
Crown Inn for 12 months by 
Judge John Wait. 


Travellers camps 
petition launched 

A PETITION has been launched by residents in an area of 
Walsall blighted by travellers camps. 

So far 70 names have been collected calling for wildlife 
and trees to be protected. 

Rushall-Shelfield ward councillor Richard Worrall said 
householders were concerned that trees in open spaces 
near incursion sites were being lopped. 

He said people in the Brook Meadow Road area handed 
in a petition that has now been lodged at the town hall. The 
travellers have been moving to different green spaces in the 
vicinity prompting a string of eviction notices. He said: “It 
is the same group of travellers that are moving round the 
area. I have written to all of the 70 households that have 
signed the petition. I am looking into the issues raised, it 
may be that we have the tree policies in place.” 

There are currently 10 caravans parked up on a piece of 
land off Stubbers Green Road.

Following the success of the re-energised MINI 
3-door Hatch and the successful launch of the MINI

The car’s much-loved signature design feature - its split 
rear doors - are retained, while accessibility and everyday 
usability are further enhanced thanks to four full-sized side 
doors.

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Three VWs 
to get new 
ultra-frugal 
engines

UK order books are now open for a raft of 
new ultra-frugal petrol models in the Golf 
hatchback, Estate and SV. Powered by a new 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre 115 PS turbocharged 
petrol engine, the new Golf TSI BlueMotion 
returns 65.7 mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of just 99 g/km. 

Also available for the first time with a BlueMotion 
engine is the option of a DSG automatic gearbox. 
These cars combine the economy benefits of a die¬ 
sel with the upfront price benefits of a petrol, with the 
Golf Match TSI BlueMotion costing £19,740 recom¬ 
mended price on-the-road. 

The first deliveries of these cars are due in Sep¬ 
tember. 

At the heart of the TSI BlueMotion is a 1.0-litre (999 cc) 
three-cylinder turbocharged TSI engine from the EA211 se¬ 
ries. This generates 115 PS from 5,000 to 5,500 rpm; stand¬ 
still to 62 mph takes 9.7 seconds while top speed is 127 
mph. 

With 200 Nm, the TSI BlueMotion has the highest specif¬ 
ic torque of any large-scale production series of petrol en¬ 
gines. This is available from 2,000 rpm, though 150 Nm is 
already delivered from just 1,500 rpm. 

Combined economy for the Golf hatchback is 65.7 mpg 
with C02 emissions of 99 g/km for both the six-speed 
manual and seven-speed DSG versions. Such economy is 
achieved through substantial engine development as well 
as a number of aerodynamic measures. 

By lowering the chassis by 15 mm, adapting the radia¬ 
tor grille, optimising the cooling airflow and fitting special 
underfloor panels and a rear spoiler, the Golf TSI BlueMo- 
tion’s Cd value has been reduced to 0.28 (from 0.29 in the 
standard Golf). 

The car also features super low rolling resistance tyres. 
While this improvement may sound modest, it should be 
noted that in developing the seventh generation Golf, en¬ 
gineers made a 10 per cent improvement in aerodynamics. 

Integrated 

Inside the engine, an ultra-rigid crankcase made of light¬ 
weight die-cast aluminium and its compact construction 
with three cylinders mean the 1.0-litre TSI is around 15 kg 
lighter than a comparable four-cylinder engine. 

The exhaust manifold has been fully integrated into the 
cylinder head and fitted with a cooling jacket to make the 
best possible use of exhaust gas energy during the warm¬ 
up phase and to cool the exhaust gases even more effec¬ 
tively at high loads. 

The TSI BlueMotion is also fitted with a toothed belt, 
which compared to a chain drive, reduces friction by around 
30 per cent, while the maximum injection pressure of the 
1.0-litre TSI is high for a petrol at 250 bar, while advanced 
five-hole solenoid injectors ensure precise fuel injections 
and results in faster energy conversion. 

Unlike the diesel BlueMotion model which is based on the 
entry-level S, the Golf TSI BlueMotion comes as standard in 
Match trim. 

As such it benefits from equipment highlights including 
ESC, XDS and seven airbags, an Automatic Post Collision 
Braking System, a PreCrash system, cruise control, stop/ 
start with battery regeneration and driver alert (NB ACC and 
Front Assist are not standard). 

The Golf Match TSI BlueMotion has 16-inch ‘Dover’ alloy 
wheels. 

This new 1.0-litre BlueMotion engine will also be available 
in the Golf Estate and Golf SV, with predicted fuel econo¬ 
my figures of 65.7 mpg and 99 g/km (103 for DSG) for the 
Estate, and 62.8 mpg /105 g/km (61.4/105 for DSG) for the 
SV.

Two extra seats. It doesn’t 
sound like much, but to many 
buyers it can be the differ¬ 
ence between giving a lift to 
friends, planning a bigger 
family or even being blessed 
with more rear load space. 

To recap, the 2 Series Active 
Tourer comes in a thoroughly 
conventional five-seat layout. You 
can slide the rear bench fore and 
aft slightly to liberate more boot 
or legroom respectively, and said 
seats fold reasonably flat to ac¬ 
commodate big loads. 

The seven-seat Gran Tourer - yes, 
the lack of a ‘d’ is deliberate on BMW’s 
part - adds two compact rear seats 
meant mostly for children. 

When not in use, they fold flat into 
the boot floor, which becomes more 
spacious than its smaller stablemate 
while you retain five seats for maxi¬ 
mum flexibility. 

And here’s the thing. Unless you 
really - and I mean, really - need the 
extra seats, the Active Tourer gets my 
vote. 

Not just because I’ve already spent 
thousands of miles in it on a long term 
test, but because it drives better and 
looks more handsome. In profile, the 
larger car lacks the flowing lines of the 
Active Tourer, while the extra length 
can be noticed when you’re driving. 

Maybe the smaller car should be re¬ 
named ‘Agile Tourer’. 


isn’t 


everything 



The Active Tourer remains the better 
compromise, although if you need the 
extra space, there’s no reason to expe¬ 
rience buyer’s remorse. 

One important distinction between 
the BMW Tourer twins and the com¬ 
petition is that few come close to repli¬ 
cating the high quality cabin ambience 
and thoughtful ergonomics. 

Front-wheel drive compact people 
carriers aren’t exactly scarce in the 
market, but it’s rare to find one with 
the cabin ambience of a premium sa¬ 
loon. 

This is where BMW’s offerings score 
highly, as everything else looks and 
feels a bit, well, average. 

Dynamics 

Don’t let the prospect of a ‘wrong- 
wheel drive’ BMW put you off signing 
up for the Active Tourer, though. 

Chances are you won’t be throwing 
it around like you would an M3 anyway, 
making any argument about driving 
dynamics invalid. 

However, the Active Tourer does 
demonstrate a level of agility that’s 
difficult to replicate elsewhere, which 
should please any keen driving mum 
or dad. 

The welcome lack of pitch and roll 
will also be noticed by other occupants 
even if they care not which wheels are 
driving the car. 

My time in the Active Tourer has 
been spent mostly being spoilt by the 
various creature comforts and clever 
practical touches. 

The ability to zip along undulating 
B-roads without the usual discomfort 


associated with a high-riding people 

carrier - pitching, rolling, less than 
stellar handling - has been a welcome 
bonus. 

True, these dynamic attributes are 
exactly what you’d expect from any¬ 
thing sporting a BMW badge, but the 
Active Tourer’s focus is more on ac¬ 
commodating passengers in relative 
comfort and delivering a raft of clever 
tech to help the journey pass by with¬ 
out fuss or agitation. 


And on those counts it does a fine 

job. 

I don’t have long with the 2 Series 
Active Tourer before it goes back to 
BMW, but I already know what I’m go¬ 
ing to miss from the ownership expe¬ 
rience. 

The driving element is high on the 
list, but there are a few other things 
that might surprise you. 

I’ll let you stew on that ahead of the 
final, farewell instalment.

It’s good here and I am 
enjoying it but it is very hard. 

“Having to do three sessions a day is very hard 
and getting up at 5.30am is obviously something 
that we aren’t really used to, so it is tough,” he said. 

“Getting up that early almost makes it feel as 
though you earn your food, so you get up at 5.30am 
and work really hard and then go back and have 
your breakfast and then go back to bed to rest. 

“It’s easy to see why we are training with such 
intensity because that is how Tony wants us to play. 
I think it is harder than what I was expecting it to 
be, you have to be ready to put yourself through 
the pain.“This pre-season is massive for me and 
the training we are doing is almost exactly what I 
needed after being injured. 

“The injury last year set me back quite a lot and 
I was getting used to coming off the bench because 
I wasn’t fit enough to start games. 

“But now getting a pre-season under my belt 
working as hard as we are I will certainly be feeling 
a lot better. 

“I have already shown the coaching staff that I 
have come back in good shape, I’m probably fitter 
than they expected me to be.”

MIDLANDS light welterweight 
champion Luke Paddock tuned 
up for his autumn title defence 
with a useful four-round win at 
Walsall Town Hall, writes Craig 
Birch. 

Paddock, from Bloxwich, topped Sat¬ 
urday’s fight night and shut out former 
English title challenger Liam Richards 
convincingly on points. 

It was the main event of a seven-fight bill, all 
four-round affairs, with ‘Cool Hand’ brought in 
for a keep-busy bout after the card was originally 
announced. 

The 23-year-old is growing in stature with each 
contest and sets a fast pace from the off, even 
against a naturally smaller man who has cam¬ 
paigned as low as super bantam. 

Richards kept himself moving, though, so Pad- 
dock had to walk him down and jab his way in¬ 
side, absorbing a right hand on the turn in the 
first. 

Command 

The area title-holder took command of the cen¬ 
tre of the ring from the second, going up the gears 
as he hit the front foot. 

Richards was in trouble when he found him¬ 
self trapped in the corner with Paddock putting 
his punches together, but he escaped and saw the 
distance. 

There was little doubt that victory was his and 
by landslide at the final bell, referee Kevin Parker 
agreeing as he scored the bout 40-36. 

Fellow Bloxwich fighter Daniel Breeze acted 
as chief support at welterweight and gave Robert 
Studzinski some nervous moments, although the 
durable toughman got through the distance. 

The Welsh-based Pole has failed to complete 
his allotted rounds just four times in 24 bouts, 
but was knocked around by Breeze in this one. 

‘The Hurricane’ went hell for leather early on 
and loaded up right hands that rattled Studzinski 
to the body and head. 

It looked as if the European visitor was going 
to fold when one attack left him shipping punch 
after punch, but he managed to regroup. 

Breeze, just 19, operated more tentatively after 


Studzinski took his best shots, not wasting his 
work as he pressed forward with a high guard. 

His opponent had to suck it up again when the 
teenager used both hands to pick hooks in suc¬ 
cession but, again, there was no removing his 
adversary. 

Breeze settled for a sixth straight points victory 
since turning pro last year against a man 19 years 
his senior, 40-36 with referee Shaun Messer. It 
was arguably his best paid performance to date. 

Essington’s Ben Wilkes had to battle against 
the rock-hard Dan Blackwell, who roughed him 
up at the start, but came away with the decision. 

Blackwell dwarfed him at light middleweight 


and really got in his face from the off, taking the 
first round with serious offence that tested Wil¬ 
kes.
